Tax Payments 
Set New High 

* in County
Letters containing between 

$16,000,000 and $20,000,000 of 
current tax remittances were 
being opened today by the 
county tax collector's office, 
with the passing of the dead­ 
line for payment without pen­ 
alty at 5 p. in. Tuesday for 
second Installments on current 
tax bills.

When the deadline passed, an 
all-time record of $81,541,157 
had been collected In payments 
thru the teller's windows on 
first and second Installments. 
This was $8,032,000 over collec­ 
tions made up to the deadline 
of last year, according to Tax 
Collector Howard L. Byram.

Meanwhile, Byram set a large 
force of clerks to work In pre­ 
paring the 1937 delinquent tax 
roll, which Is to be published 
June 8. After publication, prop­ 
erty owners have until June 30 
to redeem their property by 
paying a penalty of eight per­ 
cent on the first installment and 
three percent on the second 
half, plus 50 cents as the cost 
of advertising each Item.
